Building demolition is delayed 


BELLE GLADE-The City Con 
mission accepted the property in 
McDonald Park belonging to Wil- 
ford Markham Tuesday night but 
put off a decision on whether to 
demolish the house closest to the 
new city hall for another two 
weeks. 

The city päid Markham $45,000 
for the property But a movement 
to save the CBS structure began a 
month ago when Commissioner 
Ralph Kirk said he felt it would be 
a waste to simply tear it down. 

Kirk was joined Tuesday night 
by: Commissioners William Grear 
and Claude.Tindall, who also said 
they would rather not see |the 
building torn down. In earlier dis 
cussions, the commissioners talked 
about the possibility of moving the 
building but one estimate for the 
move ran as. high as $22,000 to 
move it a few hundred feet. 

“I don't really believe you're 
going to do this,” Mayor Tom Alt 
man said after hearing Kirk, 
Grear and Tindall make their 
points. “Ell agree the house is in 
good condition but we bought all 
the property around the city hall 
so we could have nothing but city 
buildings there and now you're 
taking the building that's closer 
than any other to the city hall and 
you want to leave it there." 

Kirk and Grear suggested the 
city could maintain the building as

But bid delays it 


Tech center 
plans shown 


BELLE GLADE--An artists rendering of the proposed West 
Tech Center to be built at SR 715 and Hooker Highway was 
unveiled this-week but there was also an apparent setback 
when the sole bid for construction was opened last week. 

West Area Superintendent of Education H.W. ''Dick'" 
Berryman said the school administration will recommend the 
school board reject the bid by Edward L. Nezelek, Inc. of Fort 
Lauderdale and readvertise for split bids, one for site 
preparation and one for the actual construction. 

According to plant planning department source, the 
Nezelek bid came in at $7.8 million, some $3.8 million over 
the estimated price tag for the tech center. 

Berryman said Tuesday a spilt bid could accomplish two 
goals; give local contractors who couldn't afford to respond 
with a bid for the entire project a chance to join the bidding 
process while offering the possibility the school, board could 
save money by giving other builders a’ chance to bid. 

In the meantime, Berryman said the high bid will probably 
mean a delay of at least two months for the long-anticipated 
vocational-technical training center to become a reality. 

Berryman said he expects the bid tabulation.to come before 
the school board on Jan. 4. Once the board approves a bid for 
construction of the center, it will go before the state cabinet, 
sitting as the board of education. 

The center is intended to provide an alternative to academic 
courses to area high school students, and allow adults to get 
training, in areas ranging from heavy mechanics and welding 
on the one hand to a course in licensed practical nursing on 
the other. 

The heavy equipment instruction shop has been given the 
top priority for the center. It will be the first in South Florida 
and only«the.second in the state, along with the one in 
Bartow. 


Bank of Pahokee is- 
step closer to move 


PAHOKEE--A Belle Glade-branch of the Bank of Pahokee is 
closer to reality. Bank President Rupert Mock said he 
received final notice last Thursday, that the branch has been 
approved by both the federal and state Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation (FDIC) agencies. 

Application was made August 8 and tentatively approved 
until the final notice was received by the FDIC. 

Mock said ''it's up to our board (of Directors) now.'' The 
board, which sets policies of the bank, will meet next on > 
January 10. They must give final approval for all bank plans. 

The Belle Glade branch will be located at 800 South Main 
Street in a building previously operated by Dr. John Grady as: 
a medical clinic. A purchasing contract has already been 
signed ‘with Bob Mace, present owner of the building. 

Mock said the next step will be to make plans for the 
building. It must be renovated for conversion from a clinic to a 
bank. ‘‘We are going to work on it as fast as we can," Mock 
said of the progress of conversion, though.no definite work 
dates have been set.

What Belle Glade Fire Department needs is something to 
grab people’s attention. 

That may sound like a ridiculous statement in light of the 
fact the department owns a number of bright red engines, 
trucks and cars equipped with the latest in sirens, red lights 
and other attention grabbers but the sad fact is the 
department can’t get the attention of all too many people. 

The problem, according to Fire Chief Pete Webb, is that 
when the fire engines or the rescue truck leave the new fire 
station and turn onto Southwest Avenue B at Southwest 
Second Street, a lot of motorists don't see or ignore the 
emergéncy signals now in use at the intersection. 

That's a problem which almost led to three serious 
accidents in just two days last week, one of which could have 
stopped the Emergency Medical Technicians aboard Rescue 
One from making a call.

Despite a number of develop- 
ments that were either actually or 
potentially unfavorable, the na- 
tion's business turned in a solid 
achievement for 1977. There were, 
to be syfe, spells of stuttering, but 
the enfouraging fundamental eco- 
nomic factors cited in our forecast 
at this time a year ago more than 
offset any negative considerations. 
So, overall progress turned out to 
be pretty much in line with our 
predictions. One of the most unex- 
pected aspects of 1977 was the 
persistcatly defensive psycholog- 
ical atmosphere, in spite of the 
fac! that accomplishment was 
even greater than the historical 
expansion rate of the economy (in 
real terms, after discounting the 
effects of inflation). Much of the 
skittishness of public sentiment 
apparently eame from such: ele- 
ments as exceptionally bad wea- 
ther, encroachment of foreign 
goods, wrangling over terms of an 
energy policy, and getting used to 
the new national leadership. 

1978 -- More Progress Anticipated 

The present upward phase of 
the business cycle began in the 
spring of 1975. Thus, as 1978 
makes its debut, the:business ad- 
vance is already 32 months old ac- 
cording to the Federal Reserve 
Index of Industrial Production: By 
past standards, this is fairly close 
ty a median life span, so there is 
no question that the ascending 
phase of this cycle is aging. The 
old adage "Trees do not grow (a. 
the sky" could well make one won 
der whether time may not be rui 
ning out for this latest economi: 
uptrend. Studies made by the R^ 
search Department of Babsif's 
Reports, however, do not yet 
show development of the type of 
major imbalauces that have 
Brought past expansion phases tc 
an end. Observe, for instance, the 
moderation in consumer spending 
as well as in additions to produc- 
tive capacity by business, the ab- 
sence of unhealthy speculation, 
and the swift corrections of: top 
heavy inventory positions in virtu- 
ally all parts of the business fab- 
ric. 

It is our opinion that this very 
state of quiescence should tend to 
keep the economic uptrend ‘going 
well into 1978. Whether the. peak 
will come late in the year is 
another matter, one which we can- 
not foresee clearly at this mo- 
ment. If the exigencies of an elec- 
tion year prompt economic pump- 
priming sufficiently early in 1978, 

usiness will undoubtedly react to 
such a fresh impetus and be able 
to postpone the danger of a crest-

Public Sentiment 
May Remain Troubled 

Regardless of generally favor- 
able prospects, 1978 will not be a 
trouble-free year. There will be 
concern over the threat of incr 
ing inflationary pressures and thi 
resultant worry over the degre 
of credit restraint necessar| 
keep prices in reasonable check. 
There will also be anxiety over 
still more foreign competition, es- 
pecially as it relates to the loss of 
domestic jobs, the nation's trade 
balance, and the balance of inter- 
national payments -- with the lat- 
ter two factors bearing diiectly on 
a weakened U.S. dollar. 

Gross National Product 

The Gross National Product 
(GNP), a statistical expression of 
goods and services produced in 
this economy, should register a 
gain on the order of 1196-1296 in 
1978 compared with 1977. The in- 
trement, however, will be bloated 


by the effects of inflation, and 
thus appear to compare favorably 
with the achievements of the past 
two years. But, after adjusting for 
inflation, the real GNP may show 
an advance of only about 4%, à 
gain in constant dollars that may 
be disappointing to many even 
though it is a Shade better than 
the long-term growth rate of the 
economy. Contributions. from the 
private and public sectors of the 
GNP should be fairly equitable. In 
the private sector, a sustain 
high level of residential building 
and further betterment in 
business outlays for capital equip- 
ment will be vital bolstering influ- 
ences on the economy as a whole. 
The Specter of Inflation 
Fortunate for the economy this 
past year was the constraint put 
upon agricultural and food prices 
by the hefty supplies of most 
items. Much of the lessening in 
the damage wrought by inflation 
as compared with 1976 was, in 
fact, attributable to agri-based 
prices, although in a sense it is re- 
grettable that the nation's farmers 
have "subsidized" consumers in 
the fight against inflation. Indus- 
trial commodities helped to the ex- 
tent- that many primary metals 
showed a slippage in prices which 
restrained the tempo of inflation. 


Next year, however, conditions 
may not be so fortuitous, and 
inflation could average some 896 
or perhaps a shade lower. Much, 
of course, will depend on the pric- 
ing policies of the OPEC nations. 
If they lift prices 8% or less in 
toto, it would not be unduly dam- 
aging in the battle against price 
runaways all along the line, but if 
radical OPEC leaders prevail, a 
return to double-digit inflation 
could occur in 1978. 
Industrial Production 

The physical volume of produc- 
tion from the nation's factories, 
mines and utilities plants slipped a 
notch early in 1977 owing to the 
harsh winter weather over many 
sections of the country. But the 
uptrend which had started in the 
spring of 1975 was rapidly re- 
stored, and there was consisterit 
progress until midsummer when 
there was another brief hesitation. 
Overall, however, the average for 
1977 exceeded that of 1976, 
though the year-to-year percent- 
age increase was considerably 
more limited than the 1976 surge 
over 1975, as the Babson 1977 
Forecast anticipated. While an ex- 
tension of the uptrend into 1978 is 
expected -- subject to possible dis- 
‘gressions resulting from labor dis- 
putes - the rate of year-to-year

increment seems destined to 
shade off somewhat, though not as 
sharply as in 1977. 

Industrial output in general 
may rise around 596 in the new 
year, only fractionally less than 
during the year just past. The 
economy can obviously not count 
on much more than' nominal 
strength from industrial produc- 
tion in 1978, but tax relief of more 
than token proportions for both 
individuals and business could 
bring about a somewhat better 
Showing. Among the more promis- 
ing performers should be output 
of railroad equipment, electrical 
and electronic products, and build- 
ing materials. Some of 1977's more 
hesitant lines, such as steel, 
should manage to chalk up at least 
modest improvement. 

Support From Business 
Capital Equipment 

Despite the limited contribution 
of industrial activity, there should 
be more efficient utilization of pro- 


ductive facilities. Since some high- 
cost plant and equipmént were 
phased out in 1977, business capi- 
tal outlays in 1978 may wel: post 
an advance in the 10%-12% range 
over those expenditures in 1977. 
*Át least half of the increment will, 
however, reflect inflation, while 
compliance with environmental 
and safety standards will com- 


“mand a good share of such spend- 


ing. Thus, only a modest improve- 
ment may be seen in the nation's 
productive capacity. The primary 
emphasis will be placed upon cost- 
cutting productivity -- boosting 
machinery and equipment rather 
than on new plant structures -- a 
trend already evident in orders 
for capital equipment during much 
of 1977. There will be no large- 
scale capital spending upsurge of 
the type seen in other business 
booms of the past thirty years, 
even though the competitive dis- 
advantage of many American 
goods as compared with foreign 
items strikingly points: up, the 
need for modernizing more of our 
domestic facilities. 
A Little Help From 
Inventory Stockpiling 

There was a surprising step-up 
in business inventory accumula- 
tion in early 1977 as both busi- 
nessmen and consumers anticipat- 
ed some form of individual income 
tax relief. But when the tax idea 
was scrapped, retail irade slowed 
down and sudde:,y burdensome 
inventories had to be liquidated -- 
and inventory policies remained 
on the defensive for most of the 
year. With the lure of another 
possible tax cut iu the offing, the 
pendulum of inventory changés 
may well swing toward the posi- 
tive side in 1978 -- aided somewhat 
by the prospect of higher prices. 
Business confidence, however, is 
not strong enough to generate. a 
real splurge of inventory accumu- 
lation, higher borrowing costs 
will be somewhat of a deterrent. 
Thus, we look for the influence of 
business inventory accumulation 
on industrial activity in the new 
year to be more supportive than 
expansive in nature. 

Relatively Quiet Labor Front 

Since relatively few labor pacts 
expire in 1978, the economy is not 
likely to suffer crippling national 
strikes jor magnitude. The 
early weeks òf the new year, how 
ever, may feél some dislocation as 
idle coal miners attempt to finalize 
a national pact and settle. local 
grievances. Elsewhere, labor 
problems will focus largely upon 
negotiations in selected areas of 
clothing, „textile, aircraft, airline, 
oil, and shipbuilding industries, 
with the possibility of wildcat 
walkouts by railroad workers. 
Yet, new contract settlements 
along with terms of existing 
multi-year contracts - plus the 
hike in the minimum wage and ex- 
panded coverage -- will boost labor

ies -- Interest Rates 

The spurt in short-term interest 
rates in 1977 and the Fed's anti- 
inflation monetary policy brought 
fears of another credit crunch.

Money supply is 
ample in fact, troublesomely 
large in view of inflationary pres- 
sures -- but credit should tighten 
somewhat during the year and the 
prime lending rate of commercial 
banks could move up to 9% by 
years end.
